This Subjeé& hath, indeed, been fo often and fo fully 
difcufs'd, on feveral Occafions fince the Revolution, both 
within Doors and without, that the Examination of it, 
at prefent, may be thought both unneceflary and fruit- 
lefs; but it is a Point of fuch Importance to the Li- 
berties of the whole Nation and the very Conftitution 
ef our Government, thit it ought to be perpetually 
sung in the Ears of the People, and never given up, 
whilt there remains the leaft Hope, or Profpett, of 
Deliverance. Whatever therefore may b: the Succe's of 
my Endeavours, I am refolved to exert Them, as far 
as Iam able, againt the Eft.bl thment of a Power, which 
L apprehend to be of the moft grievous Nature, as well 
as the moft dangerous and terrible Confequence in a /ree 
Couztry. 

I fhatl confine myfelf, in this Difquifition, to the fol- 
lowing Points. 

1. I wil! explain the Dangers of a (landing Army, in 
general, to the Conftitution of a free Government

of Pewer and Command is apt to prevail, in ambitious 
Minds, over the native Love of Liberty, and all Regard 
for the Welfare of Pofterity. If therefore any Prince 
fhould be able to make it ther immediate Intereft to con- 
cur with Him in his Defigns, an Army, commanded by 
Such Men, would certainly be of the moft formidable Na- 
ture- J am ready to allow that Officers, who are obliged 
f | to follow ‘the Camp fer a Livelyhood, lye under greater 
Temptations to obey any Orders ; but then it ought to 
sbe confider’d that, in fuch a Cafe, all the Notidty and 
Gentry in the Kingdom wou'd uni’e againfi Them, and 
give us a fair Chance of defeating thei Defigns ; where 
as if a great Number of tho/e Gentlemen thould be induc’d 
s | byany Confiderations to at in Concert with the Prince, 
and pet Thenfelves at the Head of his Army, all thei:

thought fuficient, not many Years ago, to defray more 
than half the Expences of the Governu emt; and the 
Nation is now fo grievoofly burthened with Dedts and 
Taxes, which affe&t our Trade and Manufaciures in the 
moft fenfible Manner, that, inflead of projeting mew Ex- 
cifes, We ought to think of e.fing the People trom forme 
of Thofe already impofed, oy a Redsttiou of our Ex- 
pences. 

But it is likewife to be confidered that the Sum granted 
by Parliament is not the only Charge of maintiining 
thefe Forces; for befides this 653.216 /. which the Go- 
vernment receives, a very large adaitional Tax is laid up- 
on Thofe, who are obliged to provide Thm with Qvae- 
ters. There is not a Soldier quartered uton an Innkcep- 
er, in T.n or Country, (as a very worthy Gentleman 
obferved) tut what cofts that Ionkeeper near as much ai 
He cofts the Government ; befides being fubjeét to the ca- 

ricious H:mours aud infolent Behaviour, to the Watte, 
Sicemehaeene end Extertions of jach Inmates. Nobody 
can travel the Country without hearing Complaints of 
this Kind, or being convine’d cf the Juitnefs of Them 
with his own Eyes; and thus We fee thefe poor Peo 
ple are already under the work Complic.tion of Dilem- 
pers in the World; an Ewvcifc and a fending Army. —— 
God grant that ‘They may not foon afle& us all alike ! 

This hidden Way of ra fing Mney upon the Pecple, (as 
the fume Gentleman jwlily calis it) dy Way of Billeting, 
is not only a partia/ and unegual Tax, which tails intirely 
on one particular Body of Men, already diltrets'd enough 
on other Accounts, but is likewile attended with a farther 
bad Effect; as it gives Yéo/2, who have the Dire€tion of 
our Army, an Opportunity of opprefling /ome Parts of 
the Nation, avd exempting ethers, juttas They happen 
to pleate, or diip'e.ie “ihem in he Choice of their Re- 
prejentatives. Yhus may the Freedom of Ele@ions be 
violated in the molt effeétual Manner, and a Parliament 
pack’d «t the Dicretion of the Court. 

It is meer ‘Ty fing tovtell us, that no fach Things 
have been done in this Reign, or under ¢]is Admini- 
frraticn. Perhaps not. We do not charge Them with 
it. But it is net-rous thet fuch Things havet-cen done, 
and may le 1, wuenever a Minifer fhall think 
fit to gra‘ty his Sp'cen, or find it neceflary ior his Salety 
and Support.
